Indian Depredations. 


Cutcaco. October 3.—A Times 
Denver special, giving an account of 
Indian depredations near Buffalo sta- 
tion, on the Kansas Pacific railroad, 
and the killing of seventeen persons, 
says the Indians crossed the Kansas 
Pacific road on sunday morning. 
After killing Col. Lewis in the battle 
of the 20th, on Beaver creek, they 
crossed twenty miles south of Monu- 
ment, struck northwest to the cattle 
trail on the north fork of the Salmon 
river, and attacked the herders of 
Smith & Savage, driving them away 
and stampeding the cattle. They de- 
stroyed the Sheridan postoffice and 
the ranch of T. Bayliss, besides sev- 
eral others in the same vicinity. 
Going northwest to Prarie Dog creck, 
en Sunday, they cleaned out J. L. 


ranches of A, Robjnson and James 
Gaummer. On Sofa creek, however, 
their ravages were worse than before, 
for they killed every white man they 
met, seventeen in all, including Ed. 
Miskell, a well-known cattle man. 
They also killed many cattle and stole 
every pony they could find. Late on 
Monday afternoon a party of pursuing 
citizens came up with them, and a 
fight followed in which two Indians 
were killed. The Indians number 
200, well armed and mounted. They 
are purued by the military and 
citizens, the force being now close 
upon the savages, so that another fight 
may occur at any moment. It is said 
that some women feli into the hands 
of the savages and were terribly mal- 
treated before being killed. 
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The Great Bank Failure. 


Lonpon, October 3.—The Times in 
its financial article this morning, says 
the city of Glasgow bank had thirty- 
three branches, It has paid progress- 
ively increasing 9 for several 
years past, until it reached twelve per 
cent. It would be incorrect to say 
that the disaster was unexpected; on 
the contrary, in banking circles it cre- 
ated no surprise, for the bank had 
been losing credit gradually for ten 
75 rs past, yet the Scotch bank in 

ndon was not in possession of infor- 
mation which showed that the end 
was actually near, until Tuesday 
morning. Rumors of the bank being 
in difficulty had been so often circula- 
ted before, within strictly banking 
circles, that the repetition of them did 
not excite particular attention on this 
occassion.
